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GOV. EDWIN CHICK BURLEIGH. 


DWIN CHICK BURLEIGH was born in Linneus, Aroostook County, on the 
27th of November, 1843. He is of Scotch-Irish descent. His parents were 
among the early settlers of northern Maine, his grandfather, Col. Moses Burleigh, 

having settled in Linneus in 1830. Gov. Burleigh was educated in the little red school- 
house at Linneus, and at Houlton Academy, where were laid the foundations of a business 
knowledge that has already been of great value to the State. His early life was spent 
on a farm in the pioneer settlements of Aroostook. He taught school winters, and also 
did considerable land surveying. In 1864, he enlisted in the District of Columbia Cavalry, 
but on account of illness he failed to pass the physician’s examination. He was clerk 
under Gen. Hodsdon in the Adjutant General’s office for several years. In 1876-77-78, 
he was assistant clerk of the House of Representatives, holding at the same _ time 
the position of land agent. The State government, wisely recognizing the value of his 
familiarity with public lands, insisted upon securing his services in this department. In 
1880 he accepted a position as clerk in the office of the State Treasury, where he soon 
acquainted himself thoroughly with the financial management of the State. He was 
State Treasurer in 1885, and served in this position with marked ability and sagacity 


until his resignation in the summer of 1888, when he was elected Governor of Maine. 
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GEN. HENRY M. SPRAGUE, 


HE present Adjutant General of Maine, was born in Greene, August 15, 1850, 

and was educated in the public schools. He has always manifested great interest 

in military affairs of the State. He served in the Volunteer Militia as private, 
corporal, sergeant, second and first lieutenants, and captain of the Auburn Light Infantry. 
He was lieutenant colonel of the First Regiment, M. V. M., and assistant adjutant general 
of the First Brigade, M. V. M., from the organization of the militia in 1869 until the 
resignation of Gen. John Marshall Brown. He was city clerk of Auburn several years, 
and clerk in the Adjutant General’s office at Augusta in 1880—81-82-83. From 1885 to 
1889 he was State pension agent. His duties in this office were ably and_ faithfully 
discharged. Gen. Sprague’s genial qualities have made him one of the most popular 
officials in the State. His thorough knowledge of the military wants of the people 


admirably equip him for the position that he now fills. 


GEN. JOHN HARPER, 


NSPECTOR GENERAL, was born in St. Andrews, N. B. May 23, 1844. When a 
child he moved with his parents to Calais, Me., where he lived till he was seventeen 
years of age. Enlisting September 4, 1861, in Company A, Ninth Maine Regiment, 

he served his country throughout the war, participating in all the engagements, which 
were many, of this famous old regiment, whose brilliant record and services reflect honor 
upon its individual members. Since 1865, Gen. Harper has resided in Lewiston, where 
he has for several years been engaged in the manufacture of short lumber. At the present 
time he has a large coal and wood business, and is one of the most popular men in 
Androscoggin County—always running ahead of his ticket when nominated for office. He 
was a member of the Legislature in 1887, and was chairman of committee on pensions, 
also serving on military and labor committees. He was re-elected in 1888, and filled with 
distinction his former position on pension committee. Gen. Harper has taken a great 


interest in Grand Army affairs, and is president of the Ninth Maine Association. 


COL. GEORGE A. PHILBROOK.

qualified for any position to which he may be called. 


COL. FRANK W. DANA, 


UDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL, was born in Lubec, Washington County, March 

25, 1853. He prepared for college in the public schools of Lewiston, and entered 
Bowdoin College in 1871, graduating in the class of ’75. Soon after receiving his 
diploma he began the study of law, and was admitted to the Androscoggin bar. He 
opened an office in Lewiston, and has succeeded in building up an excellent practice. 
In 1884 he was elected president of the Lewiston and Auburn Street Railway, which, 
under his wise and judicious management, has acquired an extensive business. Col. Dana 
is a member of the board of managers of the Lewiston Board of Trade, and president of 
the Dirigo Mutual Accident Association. He is energetic, active, and public spirited, and 


has justly won the honors that have been given him. 


COL. FREDERIC E. BOOTHBY. 


SSISTANT QUARTERMASTER GENERAL, Col. Frederic E. Boothby, of 
Portland, was born in Norway, November 3, 1845. He was educated at the 

Oxford Normal Institute, and at Waterville Academy, the latter institution being 

now known as the Coburn Classical Institute. He was deputy postmaster in the 
Waterville post-office for three years. He was elected general ticket agent of the 
Maine Central Railroad, May 1, 1864, and has since been constantly engaged in railway 
service. He is widely known as general passenger and ticket agent of this popular railroad. 


He was a member of the staffs of Governors Bodwell and Marble. 


COL. FRANK D. PULLEN 


AS born in Oakland, Me., April 5, 1843, where he resided until 1861. He 
enlisted in Company G, Third Maine, Gen. Howard’s regiment, Army of the 
Potomac, and served throughout the war. At the close of the rebellion he 
returned to Maine and located in Bangor, where he has since been engaged in the clothing 
business. He was a charter member of B. H. Beale Post of Bangor, and has taken an 
active interest in Grand Army affairs. He was commissary general on Gov. Plaisted's 
staff in 1880-81, and colonel and chief of staff in 1882—-83-84-85 under Gov. Robie’s

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GEORGE LAFAYETTE BEAL, 


ORN in Norway, May 21, 1825. He received his education in Portland, Norway, 

and at Westbrook Seminary. Engaged in the book business at Cambridge, 

Mass., and in Norway, Me. He went into the army as captain of Company G, 

First Maine Regiment, in April, and was mustered into the United States service May 3, 
1861, for three months; mustered as colonel of the Tenth Maine Regiment for two years, 
October 3, 1861; mustered as colonel of the Twenty-ninth Regiment for three years, December 
16, 1864; promoted to brigadier generalship, by brevet, August 22, 1864, and to a full brigadier 
generalship November 13, 1864; promoted to major general of volunteers, by brevet, March 
15, 1865, and was mustered out of service January 16, 1866. He was the first department 
commander of the Grand Army of Maine, elected in 1868. Was a delegate to the convention 
that nominated Gen. Grant for President in 1868, and an elector-at-large on the Republican 
ticket the same year. Appointed United States pension agent at Portland in 1872, and held 
the office until the consolidation of those offices in 1876. Elected Adjutant General of 
Maine in 1880, by the Legislature, and held the position by re-elections until 1885. Was 


appointed commissioner of the Treasury, July 19, 1888; elected by the Legislature of 1880. 


HON. CHARLES E. LITTLEFIELD, 


TTORNEY GENERAL, was born in Lebanon. His educational advantages were 
confined to the common schools and academies. He was a member of the 
Legislature in 1885, and Speaker of that body in 1887. His ability in dispatching 

business while Speaker gave him a well deserved reputation. No Speaker of the House 
for many years has given more satisfaction. Mr. Littlefield has an extensive law practice 


at Rockland. 


NELSON A. LUCE, 


T present State Superintendent Common Schools, was born in Newburgh, Penobscot 
County, Maine, September 7, 1835. Removing with his parents to Burnham, 

Waldo County, he attended the district schools summer and winter until twelve 

years of age, thereafter working on a farm summers and attending school winters. At 
seventeen years of age he entered a tinsmith’s shop in Skowhegan, where he continued 
until the fall of 1855. Having determined to prepare for college, Mr. Luce left his trade, 
and began the struggle for an education. Teaching fall and winter and studying spring 
and summer at Corinna, Bloomfield, and Hartland academies, he was able to enter Colby 
University, then Waterville College, in the summer of 1858. Mr. Luce spent one year 
as principal of the Freedom Academy, and then entered the office of the provost marshal 
of the Fifth District, where he continued until September, 1865. Again he became principal 
of Freedom Academy, resigning in 1870 to accept the position of supervisor of schools 
for Waldo County. In May, 1874, he was appointed clerk to the State Superintendent 
of Schools, holding that position till December, 1878, when he was appointed State 
Superintendent by Gov. Connor. From this office he was removed by Gov. Garcelon in 
April, 1879, but was re-appointed by Gov. Davis in February, 1880. He is now serving 


under his fourth consecutive appointment. 


CYRUS A. PACKARD. 


HE present Land Agent, Cyrus A. Packard, was born in the town of Hebron, 

Oxford County, Maine, and when but three years old moved with his parents 

into the then wilderness of Piscataquis County. He attended town schools, high 
school, and Foxcroft Academy, commencing to teach school at the age of nineteen, and 
taught during the winter for several years. He has lived in the town of Blanchard, 
his present residence, fifty-four years. In his younger days he was interested in the 
manufacture of lumber. For more than a decade he practiced law, until, nine years 
ago, he came to Augusta to enter upon the duties of the office he now fills. Mr. 
Packard served in the Union army from: October 1, 1864, until May 13, 1865, at which 
time he was mustered out of the Seventeenth Regiment, Company G, Maine Volunteers. 
He has been selectman of his town seventeen years, town clerk sixteen years, and also 
town treasurer, superintending school committee, and supervisor. He served nine years 


as county commissioner of Piscataquis County, and ten years as postmaster. 
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JOSIAH S. HOBBS 


AS born in the town of Chatham, N. H., June 28, 1828. His parents moved 

to Fryeburg, Me., when he was a child, where he resided until he became of age. 

He commenced to teach when eighteen years old. On attaining his majority he 
attended the academy at Norway, having for a teacher the Hon. Mark H. Dunnell. After 
receiving a thorough academic education, Mr. Hobbs studied law with D. R. Hastings, Esq., 
at Lovell, and was admitted to the bar, beginning to practice at Waterford in 1855. He 
took an active part in the organization of the Republican party in Oxford County. In 
the fall of 1856 he was elected to the Legislature, and re-elected in 1857. In 1860 was 
elected register of probate for Oxford County, and removed to Paris Hill to take charge of 
the office, serving for twelve years, at the end of which time he was appointed State 
librarian. In January, 1873, he removed to Augusta. From that time to the present, with 


the exception of about two years—1879-80— Mr. Hobbs has held the office of State 


librarian. 


GEORGE D. BISBEE, 


ORN in Hartford, Oxford County, July 9, 1841; resided in Hartford till 1857, then 
moved to Peru, in the same county, from which town he entered the United 

States service by enlisting June, 1862, as a private in Company C, Sixteenth 

Maine Regiment, serving with the regiment till its muster out, at the close of the rebellion. 
Mr. Bisbee was a prisoner of war eighteen months of this time, being confined in Libby 
and other Southern prisons. He was educated in the commog schools, with a few terms 
at the high schools of the county. He commenced the study of law in the office of Hon. 
Isaac Randall at Dixfield, Me., in the fall of 1860; entered the office of Isaac Randall 
and Hon. E. G. Harlow at the close of the war, from which office he was admitted to 
the Oxford bar at the December term, 1865. Mr. Bisbee settled in Buckfield, January, 
1866: served as a member of the House of Representatives the session of 1873; was 
county attorney for Oxford County six years; a member of the Maine Senate in 1881; 
was United States marshal for the district of Maine under the administration of President 
Arthur; was appointed bank examiner for Maine by Gov. Sebastian S. Marble. He 


always remained interested in the practice of law at Buckfield. 
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SAMUEL W. MATTHEWS, 


HE commissioner of the Bureau of Industrial and Labor Statistics, was born in 

Hampden, May 31, 1832. Graduated at Waterville College, now Colby University, 

in the class of 1854. Taught school in North Carolina a number of years. 
Read law in Bangor with Hon. John E. Godfrey, was admitted to the bar in 1860, and 
located in Hampden, where he practiced his profession; holding the office of assistant 
assessor of internal revenue. In 1873, Mr. Matthews was a member of the State Legislature, 
in the House; candidate for the State Senate, from Penobscot County, in 1878-9. In 
1879 he removed to Caribou, in Aroostook County, and established the Aroostook Republican, 
being its editor and proprietor until his appointment as commissioner of the Bureau of 
Industrial and Labor Statistics in 1887, to which position he was recently re-appointed by 


Gov. Burleigh. Mr. Matthews has held various town offices. 
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HON. N. S. PURINTON, 


ENSION AGENT, was born in Bowdoin, Sagadahoc County, February 24, 1844. 


His educational facilities were confined to the common and _ private schools, and 


the Maine State Seminary. When sixteen years of age he became a clerk in a 
grocery store in Portland. He enlisted in Company A, Seventeenth Maine Regiment, but 
was rejected on account of age.

farming and milling. Mr. Purinton has held the various town offices; was a member 
of school board eighteen years, and selectman nine years. At the present time he is 
county commissioner, being chairman of the board. He was a member of the Legislature 
in 1881. He is past master of the Sagadahoc Grange, and is an active worker in the
